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My paper is on the subject of the political impli-
cations of modernization in Brazil. The first section
of the paper will attempt to examine the process of
modernization in countries approximately at the mid-
point of development. The goals that most leadership
elites strive for will be looked at, as will the factors
that seem to shape modernization strategies. Additionally, -
the general requirements for successful modernization
and associated key problem areas will be analysed,
primarily with Latin America in mind, but hopefully with
applicability to the rest of the developed world.

The second section will deal with Brazil's strategy
for modernization under the military regime that has
controlled it for the last ten years. The regime's
strategy for transforming Brazil into a world power and
in the process, for perpetuating its own social, economic
and political values will be examined both to understand
the rationale behind the strategy and to judge its likeli
hood of success or failure.

The final section of the paper will concern the
implications for the US of Brazil's quest for moderni-

.- zation and, in more general terms, the growing importance

of the politics of modernization world-wide to US foreign
policy. _
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
